1 DISCOVERED 


Hamilton “House Plant 
Capable of 600 Gallons 


Daily 

Hamilton, Oct.. 6—The largest 
illicit still ever to be in 
Hamilton was under a oe guard 
in a large home on Ooncession 
Street, Mount Hamilton last night. 

Estimated to be worth $30,000, 

the equipment capable of distilling 
600 gallons of alcohol every 24 
hours, éxtended from cellar to al- 
tic. 
Tons of materials stored for 
manufacturing purposes were found 
in addition to several hundred onc- 
gallon tins and 40,000 gallons cf 
mash, When the police stepped. in 
a strong stream of alcohol was 
running into a vat which already 
contained 75 gallons. 

The still was in operation when 
the officers arrived, and after 
climbing to the second story they 
saw the alcohol pouring from a 
tap which was fed by a small coll 
leading from the condenser, Ths 
stream was fully a half-inch thick 
and Indicated’ the capacity of the 
equipment, The large tin vat into 
which it ran was about one-quar- 
ter filled, and the police said it 
would hold about 250 gallons.
